Early points against Lady Bulldogs 
puts Hickman County in top spot 

The Hickman County Lady Falcons jumped out to big leads in 
all three sets Tuesday night, Oct. 21, against the Fulton City Lady 
Bulldogs to secure their victory in the District 1 Championship Game. 

In the first set, the Lady Falcons jumped out to a 4-0 lead before 
allowing the Lady Bulldogs a point. Fulton City came back to a close 
score of 16-13 before a time-out halted their momentum. Coming out 
of the time-out, Hickman County went on a big streak to win the set 
25-14. 

In the second set, the Lady Falcons secured a 6-1 lead before Fulton 
City climbed back into the game. The Lady Bulldogs almost grabbed 
the lead several times as the set went on until Hickman County pulled 
away and won the set 27-25. 

In similar fashion, the Lady Falcons jumped out to an 8-2 early 
lead in the third set before Fulton City began matching them point for 
point.

Multiple drug 
arrests made in 
Hickman County

A productive week for 
Clinton and Hickman 
County law enforcement 
resulted in five arrests 
for offenses ranging from 
child endangerment to drug 
trafficking. 

Thursday night, Clinton 
Police Officer Tom Dickson 
accompanied a social worker 
to Apartment 7 at Clinton 
Hills Apartments after 
receiving a complaint. Upon 
arriving at the residence, 
Dickson observed drug 
paraphernalia in plain sight 
and obtained permission to 
search the residence. The 
search, aided by a local K-9 
unit and Lt. Farmer of the 
Mayfield Police Department, 
revealed marijuana and 
methamphetamine. 

Residents Amanda Warren, 
27, and Brian Anderson, 
24, were taken into custody 
and charged with Felony 


Criminal Abuse involving 
minor children. Two children, 
ages 4 years and 9 months, 
were living in the apartment 
with the two suspects. 

Information obtained at 
the scene from a confidential 
informant led to a warrant 
for Hickman County Sheriff 
Mark Green and Clinton 
Police Chief Snapper Seaton 
to inspect a residence located 
at 3469 State Route 1529, 
east of Highway 51. 

Upon arriving at the 
residence, law enforcement 
personnel found Ricky 
Glisson, 57, and John Derrick 
Waggoner, 32. The search, 
assisted by Sergeant Ben 
Natividad of the Hickman 
County Sheriff’s Office and 
Sergeant Tom Dickson and 
Patrolman Dustin Awbery 
of the Clinton Police 
Department, revealed several 
grams of methamphetamine,

drug paraphernalia, marijuana, scales, and pills. 

Glisson and Waggoner were charged with 
Trafficking Methamphetamine, possession 
of Methamphetamine, drug paraphernalia 
possession, and prescription drugs not in proper 
container. 

“We worked together just like we were all on 
the same department,” Sheriff Green said after 
the event. “One officer was bitten by a dog 
at the trailer, but there were no other injuries. 
Everything went really smooth.” 

On Sunday evening, a routine traffic stop in 
Clinton by Patrolman Awbery revealed that the 
driver of the vehicle was under the influence of 
marijuana. Further search of the vehicle resulted 
in the seizure of more than 54.5 grams of crack 
cocaine, 4.2 grams of marijuana, two digital 
scales, and $726 in cash. The car, which was 
driven by Brandon Hunter, 32, of Wingo, was 
also seized by the Clinton Police Department. 
An infant and an adult passenger were in the 
vehicle at the time of the arrest. The infant was 
taken to a relative’s residence, where it was 
monitored by EMTs for problems related to 
being exposed to second-hand marijuana smoke.
